The dispatch said Sir Stafforu 
Cripps called a press conference for 
noon tomorrow and is expected 
then to announce the final result of 
his mission as bearer of the British 
offer. 

He has not yet received the re-

The news agency reported that 
the Congress party—presumably an 
action by its working committee— 
was unanimous, 


NOT ENOUGH SCOPE

STEADFAST REFUSAL 

All these statements are, of 
course, words, not deeds, but they 
show a steadfast refusal to be dis- 
heartened by present enemy suc- 
cesses. Allied leaders are taking a 
realistic view of the situation, They 
have warned that reverses must be 
jexpected and that more bad news 
may come in the next three or even 
six months, But they are determin- 
ed that it will be accompanied by 
good news in other sectors. 


Hold Everything 


There is no tendency either in 
London or Washington to min- 
imize the losses which have been 
suffered but they are far from 
being viewed with despair. Jap- 
anese gains in the Indian oc@an, 
ig is felt, may be offset by a pres- 
pective agreement at New Delhi 
which will throw the. weight of 
India's 400,000,000 fully against 
Japan. 

Nevertheless, Japanese successes 
in the Indian ocean indicate. it will 
be a hard struggle in that quarter 
of the globe. If Japan establishes 
definite sea and air supremacy in 
the Indian ocean—the loss of two 
cruisere and an aircraft carrier was 
no light blow—the menace will be 
great. 


CHIEF DANGER 

The chief danger at present 
seems to be to Ceylon, which means 
Japanese access to the vital supply 
route which feeds the Near and 
Middle East, Russia, China and 
India. The Japanese likewise are 
menacing the Burmese oil fields, 
an important source of supply for 
China. 

The loss of Bataan was a blow to 
Americans, but it had been expect- 
ed, The Manila Bay forts still are 
holding out and guerilla resistance 
continues all through the Philip- 
pines. Thus loss of Bataan does not 
mean, as some pessimistically pre- 
dicted, that some 200,000 Japanese 
troops and large forces of airplanes 
will be freed to attack in some 
other sector, such as Australia. 

There seems a good chance that 
the delaying action in the Philip- 
pines can be, continued for some 
time to come. Meanwhile, Gen. 
MacArthur will be gathering his 
strength for his promise to return 
to the Philippines.

nection with its inadequate wheat 
board policy. The manner in 
which the war effort is being fi- 
nanced leaves no doubt that there 
should be no difficulty in giving 
farmers parity prices on the basis 
of agriculture’s importance in an 
all-out war effort.

Much discussion took piace on the 
matter of the highly unsatisfactory 
arrangements that are being pro- 
posed with regard to the rehabilita- 
tion of the men of our fighting 
forces on their return from the war. 

The New Democracy members 
were unanimous in the stand that 
the schemes proposed so far were 
quite inadequate in the provisions 
that were being made in this con- 
nection. 


MORE PUBLICITY 

It “was felt that these arrange- 
ments, as well as other proposals 

of an equally disturbing character, 
should be given more publicity so 
that our people would know what 
was being suggested. To this end 
arrangements are being made, while 
the parliament is in s¢ssion, to 
broadcast regularly over Alberta 
stations the highlights of the issues 
that are being discussed and for 
which future plans are being for- 
mulated.

The plebiscite issue came in for

In this connection it is necessary 
only to point out the insistence of 
the prime minister that the issue 
involved is not the conscription for 
overseas service, in spite of the 
views to the contrary which are 
being widely expressed. 


LEFT FREE 

Therefore, in all the circum- 
stances, each voter should be left 
free to assume his personal demo- 
cratic responsibility for the manner 
in which he exercises his voting 
right in the light of his under- 
standing of the facts placed before 
him. 

In conformity with this view, 
the New Democracy members of 
Parliament find it impossible to 
commit their supportera to any 
particular course of action, and 
consider themselves free to as- 
sume personal responsibility for

Bishop Of Oslo 
Is Arrested By 
Nazi-Quislings 


By HUBERT UXKULL 

STOCKHOLM, Sweden, April 
10.—(BUP)--Nazi-Quisling auth- 
orities of Norway, facing open 
revolt by the United Protestant 
clergymen of the country, ar- 
rested Bishop E. J. Berggrav of 
Oslo and three other pastors to- 
day on charges of instigation to 
rebellion, an Oslo dispatch to the 
newspaper Tidningens reported. 

It asserted that Bishop Berggrav 
and Pastors Indreboe, Carlse and 
Wisloeff had been sent to the Bret- 
vedt concentration camp. 

At the same time Vidkun Quis- 
ling, head of the puppet regime, 
issued an ultimatum to 1,100 pastors 
of the Norwegian church who had 
resigned that if they did not notify 
ihm by 2 p.m. Saturday that they 
were resuming their duties they 
would be dismissed. 

Confronted by the determination 
of 1,100 resigned clergymen io 
preach next Sunday as free men, 
and undoubtedly to denounce the 
persecution of the Christian church 
against which their resignations 
were directed, the Nazis and their 
puppets decided to act first. 

Bishop Berggrav, whose stout de- 
fence of his country and his church 
had enraged Nazis and Quislings 
alike, and his three associates, were 
arrested on the charge that they 
had instigated the collective resig- 
nation of the patriot clergy, and that 
this was considered an “act of re- 
bellion.” 

Quisling’s ultimatum had been 
timed so that if, as was believed 
certain, the clergymen defied him, 
he would have time to seek fellow 
Quislings to invade Norwegian 
churches Sunday and profess to 
take the places of the pastors, it 
was indicated. 

More arrests were expected, be- 
cause it was believed most unlikely 
that the clergymen would accept 
the Quisling ultimatum,

9,100-ton cruiser of the Birmingham

To this the admiralty countered: 

“The Japanese claim to have 
sunk cruisers off Trincomalee is 
known to be quite untrue.” 

Yesterday the Japanese claimed 
21 merchant vessels and the two 
cruisers had been sunk in Indian 
ocean operations up to Tuesday, 
April 7. 

Today's claim added the Hermes, 
two cruisers, a destroyer, a patrol 
vessel and six other ships to the 
Japanese list of sinkings, but of 
these the Admiralty reported only 
that of the Hermes. The Japanese 
said also a cruiser of the 7,270-ton 
Leander class was damaged. 


HEAVY RAID INDICATED 

The Japanese account of the 
battle said their forces suffered no 
damage but lost 10 planes. Tokyo 
said the British lost 51 planes over 
land and sea. The Japanese repost 
indicated Trincomalee was heavily 
raided. 

The Royal Navy, already com- 
mitted to guarding much of the 
North Atlantic, as well as the 
Mediterranean, is spread thinly 
over eastern waters. Observers 
said the Japanese in the last few 
days had won temporary air and 
sea control of the Indian ocean, of 
which the Bay of Bengal is the 
Principal arm. 

Pending the issue of the battle 
of the sea approaches, land forces 
in the Burma gateway to India’s 
eastern frontier appeared to be 
marking time. British headquarters 
at New Delhi summed up the situ- 
ation on the Burma front as of yes- 
terday with, “nothing to report.” 


NAVY FOND OF HERMES 


The Hermes was involved deeply 
in developing the navy's air arm. 
She was the first vessel especially 
designed by the admiralty as a car- 
rier and could carry 20 planes com- 
pared with the 60 or 70 of newer 
carriers. 

The navy was especially fond of 
its first-born Hermes. Typical is a 
general note recorded by Jane's 
Fighting Ships: “Splendid sea boat, 
very steady, with remarkably little 
rolling propensity.” 

She was the eighth major ship 
lost by the navy in this war, the 
first of such importance to go 
down since the battleship Prince 
of Wales and the battle cruiser 
Repulse were sunk by the Japan- 
ese off Malaya last Dec. 10, and 
the fourth British aircraft car- 
rier sent to the bottom. 

The other carriers sunk were the 
22,800-ton Ark Royal, the 22,500-ton 
Courageous and the 22,500-ton 
Glorious. 

The navy started the war with 10 
aircraft carriers and two scheduled 
for completion during 1942. 

The Hermes was begun Jan, 15, 
1918, but was not fitted out com- 
pletely until 1924. She was refitted 
in 1933-34.

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Why Parity Prices? 


A subscriber to The Bulletin writes 
to ask what is meant by parity prices for 
the farmer. 

Briefly, the answer is this: a price for 
what the farmer has to sell in relation to 
what the farmer has ‘to pay for what he 
buys. 

Taking the year 1926 as normal, or as 
representing a parity between what the 
farmer received for his products and paid 
for what he bought, we find that the 
farmer has been receiving 45 per cent 
less for his products and is paying about 
50 per cent more for what he buys. 

No industry can remain solvent under 
such conditions, and that is why the 
majority of the farmers in the three prairie 
provinces were forced into bankruptcy. 

To avoid wholesale evictions of farm- 
ers from their farms through mortgage 
foreclosures, the Bennett Government, in 
co-operation with the provinces, devised 
the Farmers’ Creditors Arrangement Act, 
with power in the hands of a Board of 
Review to reduce the farmers’ debts and 
interest charges to the potential produc- 
tive value of the land when worked by an 
efficient farmer. 

This looked like a fair solution to the 
farmer's problem, and thousands of cases 
were handled under the Act, at consider- 
able expense. But the settlements proved 
worthless due to continued low prices for 
what the farmer had to sell. 

The only way to meet the present 
plight of the farmer is to do what Presi- 
dent Roosevelt did for the six million 
farmers of the United States. First, a gov- 
ernment agency was set up to advance 
the farmer loans, with interest as low as 
three per cent, the principal repayments 
spread over twenty years. Another gov- 
ernment agency raised the prices of farm 
products to parity with the prices of goods 
the farmer had to purchase. 

The resuit is that today the farmers 
of the United States own their farms and 
are operating at a profit, as other pro- 
ducers, 

Canada has advanced hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars to build war industries and 
has turned these huge war plants over to 
private management with instructions to 
produce, produce and produce—at a guar- 
anteed profit of five per cent. 

Cost means nothing as munitions, 
guns, ships, etc., are vital to our all-out 
war effort. 

Food is just as essential and basic in 
our war effort as these things. Why, then, 
should the Dominion Government not ex- 
tend the same conditions of production to 
Canadian farmers? 


Again, Planes Versus Ships 


British naval power suffered a heavy 
blow in the destruction of the Cornwall 
and the Dorsetshire. These were eight- 
inch gun cruisers of 10,000 tons, a type of 
ship admirably adapted for hunting down 
aircraft carriers, and this was apparently 
the mission on which the lost vessels were 
engaged somewhere in the Bay of Bengal. 
They were sunk—like the Prince of Wales 
and the Repulse—by Japanese bombers, 
and their loss emphasizes the warning of 
that former double-disaster — warships 
without air protection are as vulnerable as 
an army in the same circumstances, 

If naval authorities are slow to learn 
this leason they are singularly obdurate. 
The fate of the two magnificent vessels off 
Malaya was surely plain enough demons- 
tration of the fact. It may be that the 
Cornwall and Dorsetshire had such protec- 
tion but that it was unable to ward off the 
blows which destroyed them; that will be 
cleared up when the details are known. 
The one cheering word in the announce- 
ment is that 1,100 of the combined crews, 
of perhaps 1,400 or more, were saved. The 
loss of the ships is particularly serious be- 
cause they were on duty where Allied 
naval power cannot be strong at present 
and where it is badly needed. 


Bataan Will Be Remembered 


The men at Bataan have held out long- 
er than anyone supposed they could. They 
have repeated the stand of the marines 
at Wake Island, on a larger scale. The de- 
fence of the peninsula will be for all time 
a signal instance of courage and resolution 
matched against overwhelming odds. The 
peoples of the United Nations have been 
thrilled and their fortitude strengthened 
by the fragmentary reports which came 
from that battered outpost. Because of 
the desperate resistance there, time has 
been gained to pour men and munitions 
into Australia, and the present favorable 
position of that Dominion is in large mea- 
sure due to the tieing up of huge enemy 
forces in the siege of the rocky hill across 
the bay from distant Manila, 

There was no possibility of reinforcing 
the garrison from outside or of running 
in supplies to replace its out-worn wea- 
pons and dwindling stores. Capture of 
the place was inevitable, if enough men 
and machines were mustered for the as- 
sault. But it has cost the enemy four 
months of continuous fighting, the loss of 
many thousands of soldiers and of large 
numbers of naval craft and airplanes. 

Allied soldiers in every hard-fought 
engagement in any part of the world will 
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be inspired by the remembrance of how 
splendidly so few stood out against so 
many at Bataan, 


Adolf Lost Five Divisions 


There are five Nazi armored divisions 
which will not get into the fighting lines in 
Russia. They are the divisions which 
would have been armed with the tanks and 
trucks destroyed by the R.A.F. in two 
raids on factories in the neighborhood of 
Paris. As the factories were also wrecked, 
these raids accomplished as much—to as- 
sist Russia and weaken the Axis—as the 
destruction of ten or perhaps twenty divi- 
sions in battle. To prevent a tank getting 
into action is better than to blow one to 
pieces after it has already done the enemy 
some service. To blow a factory to pieces 
is equivalent to destroying all the tanks 
it would have turned out in months of 
operation. 

This type of warfare may be less spec- 
tacular than blitzkrieging, but it is just as 
effective—and much cheaper in terms of 
men lost. When a bomber is shot down 
over enemy territory four or five men are 
killed or captured. But a single shell from 
a tank-cannon can kill that many men in 
battle. At a modest computation, these 
two raids into the Paris area saved the 
Russians some thousands of soldiers. 

Canadians will note with satisfaction 
that some of the planes which did this 
good piece of work were manned by Cana- 
dian airmen. And the reports give them 
credit for hitting what they aimed at.

American Flying Fortresses, operating 
from bases in India, struck a telling blow 
at Japanese naval forces in the recently 
occupied Andaman islands. Their appear- 
ance on the scene may be more important 
to the fighting in Burma than the fact 
that the British and Chinese troops have 
been pushed back by superior numbers, 
These troops have been without air pro- 
tection, the airmen who were formerly 
doing such good work in Burma having 
evidently been transferred to Australia. 
If they are now to have a “ceiling,” better 
news may be expected from that front.

Having failed to capture Port Moresby 
by air and also by land, the Japanese are 
now reported to be preparing an attempt 
to take it by sea. The Australian-Allied 
air forces will rather welcome such an 
attempt, for the distances from their 
bases to the scene of battle would be 
shorter, and they have been splendidly 
successful in attacks on enemy ships. 
That Tokyo will risk plane carriers and 
heavy vessels in the relatively narrow 
strait which separates Australia from 
New Guinea seems, however, rather 
doubtful. If so, it will be a strategy of 
desperation rather than of choice.

Quiet Men 


I don’t have any such feeling 
if I go to an airplane factory, 

There I see quiet men in their 
shirt sleeves, often with an old 
hat pushed on the back of their 
heads, doing perfectly gigantic 
things without any atmosphere of 
strain whatsoever, 

The reason is that these men 
have made a decision about a 
specific piece of work, that how- 
ever daring its scope it is within 
the compass of their own known 
abilities; that the men who are 
planning, managing and working 
on that job understand it and if 
they have never before done 
exactly this particular job of 
work, it is related to what they 
have been doing all their lives; 
that somewhere in every factory 
there is authority—authority for 
the carrying through of the 
whole project and responsibility 
for the accomplishment of Its 
various parts, and so men work 
together, and the whole assembly 
line functions with quiet steadi- 
ness and strength. 


Guinea Pigs 


Now compare this with Wash- 
ington. 

The free agencies are prolifer- 
ating like guinea pigs. They have 
been set up without knowing 
exactly what they were set u 
for, It would appear that the 
main reason for setting up many 
of these agencies was to take 
away the job from somebody else, 
who ought to have been doing it 
but didn’t seem able to. 

Instead of reorganizing the 
cabinet, and fixing responsibility 
in the cabinet, a hundred supple- 
mentary cabinets have been set 


p. 

Instead of fixing a few auth- 
otities, scores of authorities are 
warring with each other in a 
jungle of red tape. So each of 
them is at cross purposes inside 
itself, and the major purpose has 
become minor, 

The major purpose js to accom- 
plish a task which will contribute 
to the winning of the war; but 
the minor purpose, of maintain- 
ing and perpetuating itself, has 
taken precedence over this major 


P| the rest of the country is 


out trying to prove that this or 
that belongs to it and not to the 
other fellow. 


Qualifications 


We have these’ agencies—and 
how are they staffed? Why many 
of the people in Washington 
should be in the responsible 
places they are remains a com- 
plete mystery to me, for their 
qualifications for the particular 
job are conspicuously absent. 

The various information de- 
partments are in a complete tan- 
gle and anything may come out 

them except information, 
directed to the sources that want 
it and could make it available to 
the public through long-estab- 
lished instruments. Instead of 
this they proliferate pamphlets, 
leaflets, and mimeographed sheets 
enough to fill warehouses while 
calling on the public to save 
paper. 

Moreover all these agencies are 
afraid of the public. They are 
afraid of congressional investiga- 
tions and of columnists. 

Their anxiety neurosis takes 
two forms: they hastily enlarge 
their staffs in order to prove that 
they are very big and important; 
they hire press agents to tell the 
world so—which js one form of 
“information” I suppose. At the 
same time, they become !Increas- 
ingly timid in taking long range 
and important decisions, because 
if they “stick their necks out” 
someone may chop at them. 

So we have a proliferation of 
timidity and indecision, 

Good People 

There are very good people in 
these agencies, but they are lost 
in the impenetrable forest of 
over - organization, Washington 
seems to think that two hundred 
people, with four hundred tele- 
phones and acres of office space, 
can accomplish more than one 
person in a quiet room with one 
telephone. 

Washington is wrong. In a 
household, every servant above a 
cettain minimum adds to the 
work of the existing staff, until 
finally all of them are serving or 
quarreling with each other in- 
stead of getting the work done. 

If the office population of 
Washington were reduced tomor- 
row fifty per cent, we would get 
on a lot faster with this war. 


Irritable 


Faces in Washington are hag- 
gard with strain. Lights burn 
half the night. 

An irritable attitude assumes 
that Washington is yore while 

oafing. 
But when you try to find out 
what all this busyness and strain 
is about, you find it is concen- 
trated on getting the final twen- 
tieth initial on a memorandum 
proposing something that is never 
going to be done. 

Now this is a fault at the top. 

What is needed are a very few 
people of penetrating intelli- 
gence, impeccable character, and 
thorough competence who are 
given: full authority to carry out 
tasks in carefully defined areas. 

You couldn’t get the beds made 
in a private house with the sort 
of a set-up we have at present.

Back To Journalism? 


FROM THE OTTAWA 
JOURNAL 

From London comes word that 
Lord Beaverbrook, recently drop- 
ped from Mr. Churchill's war 
cabinet, may not come to Wash- 
ington as a director of British 
war supplies, is more likely to 
return to journalism, 

This war for Beaverbrook has 
been one thing after another. He 
began it as Minister of Aircraft 
Production, Then he became 
“Minister of State”, supposedly 
next to Churchill, Next he was 
made Minister of Supply, the 
“minister-of-state”’ job lapsing. 
Then, on February 4, 1942, he 
became Minister of War Produc- 
tion, Finally—and this two weeks 
later—he was dropped from the 
cabinet, spoken of for a special 
mission to Washington. 

Beaverbrook, from all reports, 
hasn't been distinguished for ges- 
ting on with his colleagues—in- 
cluding Churchill. It is said of 
him in London that he was the 
only man who would “stand up 
to Winston”; that he would go to 
Churchill and fight with him 
over ten ideas at a time, come 
away lucky to have one of them 
accepted, It is said also of him 


that he fought with Bevin and 
Sir Andrew Duncan; that he had 
more drive than method, and that 
he “robbed the assembly line” 
for his own particular purposes. 
On the other hand, everybody 
admitted his fierce energy; con- 
ceded that he did a good job in 
Moscow. Stalin, it was said, liked 
him; the two men, about the same 
size, had a lot of things in com- 
mon. 

Beaverbrook, if he goes back 
to his Daily Express, which has a 
circulation now of 2,700,000 
copies daily, will again become 
the critic and reporter; harass his 
editors night and day with the 
telephone which he always keeps 
near him. And Beaverbrok won't 
be too discriminating in his crit- 
icisms, Perhaps Churchill rea- 
soned that it would be easier to 
take chances with this than to 
risk the attacks of the Tribune, 
a paper of which Sir Stafford 
Cripps is the editorial director.

% is axiomatic, therefore, that 
hysteria should be strictly ruled 
out of our public utterances along 
with those other products of ab- 
normal psychology, undue pes- 
simism and undue optimism, — 

Nor is it necessary to mention 
how essential it is to guard our 
tongues against expressions that 
would give actual information to 
the enemy, or could be harm- 
fully, even if wrongfully, inter- 
preted by the enemy. . 

Outside of these vital limita- 
tions, discussion and opinion 
should be and must be as free 
as the air. 


Shell Shortage 


It is only necessary to look 
back as far as the last war to 
see the tremendous amount of 
harm that can be done by a hush- 
hush icy. 

Ona ould pause to remember, 
for instance, that the late Lord 
Northcliffe defied the press cen- 
sors and Lloyd George took his 
political life in his hands to re- 
veal the inefficiency which caus- 
ed British guns in France to be 
very short of shells, 

Continued rationing of the 
guns would have lost that war. 
Refraining from criticism at an 
appropriate time and in an ap- 
eeboriate place, would have 
given Germany the victory, 

But the courage of Northcliffe 
and the persistence of Lloyd) 
George saved the day. Informed | 
of the actual circumstances, the 
public lost no time in making a 
demand for a change. The essen- 
tial change was made. And Bri- 
tain went on from there to vic- | 
tory. | 
T am not attempting to say that 
any exactly similar situation 
exists today. nl 

But a similar danger does exist 
today. | 

Governments have to call upon 
the people for the energy and 
drive that will win the war. Un- 
less we intend to revert to dicta- 
torship, we must remember that 
we cannot expect a complete ef- 
fort from a people whom the

We Are Mild 


The minister of information in 
Great Britain, Brendan Bracken, 
recently has contributed an art- 
icle to a United States publica- 
tion in which he indicates clearly 
that, so far as criticism is con- 
cerned, we are in Canada far be- 
hind Great Britain. 

Over there, there is a freedom 
of expression, both in the press 
and on the public platform, that 
probably would shock some of 
the more sedate muzzlers in this 
country, 5 

British political figures which, 
in Canada, are held to be sacro- 
sanct, are givep sound daily 
drubbings in the daily press of 
Britain. 

And there is this to be noted in 
that connection; that as the free- 
dom and vigor of criticism has 


vigor and intelligence of the war 
effort has increased correspond- 
ingly. , 

Never was the British war pol- 
icy more flaccid and unimagin- 
ative than when the press main- 
tained a tolerant or complacent 
silence, Our boldest and most 
successful strokes have been de- 
livered under a withering fire 
of press and public protest. 

Indeed, the coincidence is so 
marked that one might almost 
lay it down as a fundamental 
principle of waging wars in a 
democracy; that the steam which 
makes the government wheels go 
around is generated by the heat 
under John Citizen's collar. 


Censorship 


Press censorship, in Canada, is 
sensible and highly efficient on 
the whole, 

Every one of the Canadian 
press censors used to be a good 
newspaper man so it must be 
assumed that, when a letter is 
written to an editor for what we 
would call a valid, even if mis- 
taken, bit of criticism, higher 
authorities have taken a hand. 

One instance of such a thing 
was where the editor of a strug- 

ling and horribly printed week- 
y sought to bestir the late min- 
ister of justice into investigating 
cases of detention of citizens 
without trial. 

In another and more recent 
instance, a censor rebuked an 


lution had been passed calling for 
more protection of a vital point; 
while a news story was approved 
by the censor when it emanated 
from the mayor of Windsor, On- 
tario. 

The editor with the sore 
knuckles may be pardoned if he 
wonders if the rebuke in his case 
was occasioned by his editorial 
derision of the official ¢xcuse for 
none-protection — that the ex- 
pense would be too great. 


Smothering 

There are other current Can- 
adian instances giving rise to the 
suspicion that attempts are some- 
times made to smother criticism. 

Success in smothering critic- 
ism not only constitutes a threat 
to liberty within the country but, 
in the long run, makes it more 
difficult for Canada to do her part 
in winning the war. 

If we are to hold up our heads 
in future generations, it must be 
apparent to everyone that Can- 
ada has done her full share. 

Sometimes we wonder if we 
subconsciously are thinking that 
we do not need to do our utmost 
for ourselves and our allies, 

Certainly we cannot do this ut- 
most without a full and constant 
interchange of confidence be- 
tween the authorities and the 
people, without harnessing that 
force of public indignation, which 
expresses itself in free speech, 
and which is one of the primary

Here are a few of the new regu-

Appointment of Norman G. 
Meldrum, Edmonton, as chairman 
of the Alberta Debt Adjustment

The other two members are 
George Woytkiw, formerly of Veg- 
reville, who was appointed in 1940, 
and W. H. Tompkins, formerly in 
charge of the board’s Lethbridge 
office. Appointment of Mr. Tomp- 
kins as a board member was also 
announced Friday by Mr, Maynard.

It's comfortable and it's whole- 
some for a baby to sleep on his 
stomach. Many children take to 
this position without any train- 
ing. But, if a baby constantly | 
squirms and cries to be turned 
over and wants to sleep on back 
or side, why urge him t Iie on | 
his stomach? Either it is a na- | 
tural and pleasant position er it | 
is of little value to the baby. | 

Mrs. RS. wants her baby to} 
sleep on his stomach because she 
has heard that this is the best| 
sleeping position, “At four months | 
he dislikes to stay on his stomach} 
and won't for more than a few! 
minutés at a time. How can I train 
him to this?: | 

“Also, is it too early to start 
training him for cleanly habits? 1 
was told that it was.” | 

Put him on his siomach when he 
is awake and turn him over when 
he gets tired of this position. He'll 
gradually grow to like it better, 
Meanwhile, don't force him to g@ 
to sleep that way. It’s all right for 
a baby to sleep in any position that 
is: comfortable to him just so he 
doesn't develop a habit of sleeping 
in only one position constantly. It 
is restful to him and increases his 
sleeping time if he is changed from 
side to side or to his back about 
once every hour. Then he never 
becomes enamored of any one posi- 
tion to the exclusion of others. 

The baby is far too young for 
toilet training. It is time énough 
to start training for bowel habits 
when he is old enough to sit on a 
toilet seat for 15 minutes at a time. 
That won't be much before the 
sévénth or eighth month, Then 
fake your cue by choosing to pre- 
sent the toilet chair at the hours at 
which the baby habitually has a 
This will make for suc- 
cess and offer baby an incentive to 
repeat this success again. 

Training for bladder control 
should await the age at which the 
child has some personal ability to 
control himself. To start this train- 
ing before this time makes such 
frequent attention necessary that 
children grow weary and antagon- 
istic toward the cleanliness we are 
trying to inspire.

ighlight of the Thursday session 
of the 28th annual meeting of the 
Alberta Frovincial Women's Mis- 
sionary society of the Presbyterian 
church, was an address given in the 
evening by Dr. Gushne Taylor, re- 
turned missionary doctor from the 
leprosy colony at Formosa, 

Dr. Taylor told the delegates that 
of the five million lepers in the 
world today, over one-half of these 
were in the British empire. By 
means of films he pointed out vari- 
ous slages of leprosy and explained 
the difference be:ween the skin and 
nerve types of the disease, 

Dr. Taylor went as a Presbyterian 
missionary doctor to the McKay 
Memorial hospital and, finding that 
his work entailed mostly the ar- 
resting of leprosy, he devoted his 
time to that subject. A queer thing 
about the disease, Dr. Taylor point- 
ed out, was the fact that the oil 
used in the cure, is grown right 
where the disease is most preval- 
ent. There is no way of diagnosing 
the early stages of the diseuse, and 
to date there is no known cure. 
only an alleviation. 

A further speaker at the meeting 
was Miss Mary Anderson, returned 
missionary from Korea and Japan, 
who told the delegates that the re- 
moval of missionaries from the Far 
East, was not a case of defeat but 
of internal and political strife. She 
gpoke of her work in Korea, and 
of the fact that 64 Christian 
churches have now been established 
in that area. She spoke, too, of 
the fine work being done by the 
“Bible Women” who work as dea- 
conesses in preparing sermons, vis- 
iting the sick, etc,

Seeking Repeal 
Act Exempting 
Devotion Sects 


Delegates attending the annual 
meeting of the Alberta Chapter of 
the Imperial Order Daughters of 
the Empire, on Thursday endorsed 
8 resolution asking the Dominion 
government te repeal the act 
granting members of organiza- 
tions and religious sects of enemy 
erigin from military duty on 
grounds “such ac religious beliefs.” 

The resolution said some people 
of enemy origin in Alberta “while 
claiming military exemption on re- 
ligious grounds” are believed to be 
using their schools “as a means of 
spreading propaganda amongst 
their youth.” 


| HOLD EXTRA CLASSES 
A member of the 1.0.D.E. from 
}southern Alberta, where there are 
3,600 Hutterites in one colony, told 
the meeting that after the regular 
school periods prescribed by Dom- 
inion law, pictures of Their Maj- 
esties and the Union Jack were 
taken down and a class in German, 
under the cloak of religion, is con- 
| ducted, 
| The member said they (the Hut- 
| terites) are people born in enemy 
countries but who have lived in 
Canada for 30 or 40 years who will 
not be assimilated into Canadian 
life, 

The resolution was put to the 
meeting following a report on im- 


migrations and Canadianization 
given by Mrs. T. J. Johnson. 
THE TEXT 


The resolution reads: 

Whereas, Canada is engaged in a 
desperate war, surrounded on: all 
sides by powerful enemies, and is 
in need of every measure of loyal 
support, moral and military, avail- 
able within her boundaries. 

And whereas there are known to 
be in our midst organizations and 
religious sects of definite enemy 
origin, Hutterites, etc., who, while 
claiming military exemption on re- 
ligious grounds, we believe at the 
same time to be- using their own 
language as a means of spreading 
propaganda amongst their youth 
subversive to the defence of Can- 
ada regulations, be we therefore 
resolved we petition the Dominion 
government to repeal the act grant- 
ing any such sect exemption from 
military duty on such grounds as 
religious beliefs.

He was not vaingloriously lauding Canadian shock-troop abilities, 
Nor did he infer that there was a Canadian intention deliberately to 
avoid becoming involved in action in order to hold the Corps intact

It would be the Brit- 


objection to proposals which mean moving the Canadians out of south- 


ern England. 


While that all-out invasion threat crouches across the 


Channel, the compact Canadian Corps is a formidable deterrent, and a 
comforting guarantee if it is attempted. 

What he did mean was that every effort would be made to ensure 
that the Canadian Corps would retain its offensive attributes. He 
meant that the long defensive period would not be permitted to de- 


teriorate the Corps’ 
He was promising Canada- 


offensive spirit, power and quality. 
and the enemy!—that the day would 


come, invasion or no invasion, when the Canadian Corps would go on 
the attack, and that it would constantly prepare and would always be 


ready for that hour, 


NO HALF-WAY TRAINING 

Through the long months of 
the past winter, that intention has 
continued to be the obvious pol- 
icy of the Corps under Lieut.+ 
Gen, H. D. G. Crerar. It is true 
that relentless preparation for the 
Corps’ key role in the looming 
“invasion battle’ has occupied all 
minds. That threatening possi- 
bility, now rising, now waning, 
but always there, has never ceas- 
ed to be faced. There have been 
no half-way measures in training, 
equipping and preparing for it. 
All the bleak winter long, the 
men of the Corps have devoted 
hours of hard work to England's 
southern defence lines, and to 
how they will beat back a sea- 
and-air-assault, 


POWERFUL, OFFENSIVE 
FIGHTING MACHINE 

But despite this preoccupation 
with what will be the most grim 
and momentously crucial defensive 
fight in the history of modern 
war, if it takes place, and which 
no Canadian soldier, general or 
private, minimizes, the Canadian 
Corps of this spring of 1942 is also 
the immensely powerful offen- 
sive fighting machine which Can- 
ada hoped and expected it would 
be when the first recruiting offi- 
ces opened in September, 1939. 

That is not a paradox, and no 
mystery makes it a simple fact, 


It is, however, the result of 
careful strategic foresight and 
planning, plus a remarkable 


achievement in tactical organiza- 
tion and training. 

The aggressive fighting spirit 
of the Canadian Corps is running 
higher than ever; and the full ex- 
planation of why that is so after 
nearly two years of inaction, since 
Dunkirk, will some day consti- 
tute a unique chronicle of troop- 
morale building and husbanding. 
Even more outstanding in mili- 
tury history will be the detailed 
record of how the Canadians have 
been kept both tactically and 
mentally assault-minded through 
many months on static defence 
lines.

vasion comes, the Canadian Corps 
is soberly confident it will turn 
back the menace; if Hitler again

Canadian Corps is ready to at- 
tack. 

Although that dual purpose has 
never been announced in so many 
words, an observer of the Canae 
dians’ tactical habits in their 
training fields can come to no 
other conclusion. It has clearly 
been the intention, and the strik- 
ing success, of Lieut.-Gen, Mc- 
Naughton, until he became ill 
last autumn, then of Major-Gen- 
eral G. R. Pearkes, who com- 
manded until the arrival of 
Lieut.-Gen. H. D. G. Crerar, then 
of the latter who has continued 
to foster and inspire Canadian 
defensive and offensive attributes 
since the end of last year. 

Their effort is not diminished 
by the obvious reminder that all 
good armies should be able to 
fight equally well either offens- 
ively or defensively. All| armies 
are meant to have such two-way 
ability; but in actuality few land- 
forces have ever been able to stay 
for months on the defence with- 
out loss in their offensive value. 


SUPERLATIVE SHOCK 
TROOPS 

But the Canadians have done it. 
They are much more than just 
fine all-around soldiers; they are 
superlative shock-troops first of 
all, forced to mark time in a cri- 
tical defence post. To accom- 
plish what has been achieved by 
the Corps, Divisional, 
and unit commanders and the 
General Staff at home, probably 
called’ for higher leadership-qua- 
lity in turn, than Canadian troops 
ever before required. General- 
ship on today’s furious, unprece- 
dented battlefields demands much 
more than the last war's, and the 
traditional, firm character and 
tactical skill; and command of 
inactive troops today requires the 
elements of imagination and drive 
to an ever greater degree than in 
the field. 

Further, in the case of the Ca- 
nadians it has meant controlling 
and holding the interest of a more 
alertly intelligent, a more restless, 
better-read and a more widely- 
informed body of men, than ever 
before were molded into a great 
fighting force. For it is doubtful 
if any troops have ever had a 
higher average intelligence than 
the Canadian Corps. 


NEWER, FASTER, 
DIVERSIFIED METHOD 

Cdnadian leadership has also 
had to meet changing situations 
amid expansion, while they pre- 
pared their troops for today’s 
swift, unorthodox and surprise- 
rife campaigns. To hold interest, 
and to do that, they had to adopt 
newer, faster, and more diversi- 
fied methods of doing everything 
a soldier does, or might have to 
do, better than he has ever done 
it before, They have had to im- 
provise and invent, and to spread 
the doctrine throughout the 
Corps that resource and initiative 
are the great attributes of the 
successful modern soldier, while 
rigidly retaining a sound base of 
tried fighting tactics, 

Two over-riding factors greatly 
influenced the molding of the Ca- 
nadian Corps into the mighty 
dual-purpose fighting force which 
it is today, One, of course, was 
the sound common sense and keen 
foresight of our trained strate- 
gists, faced with the particular 
needs of the important defensive 
tactical position in which the Ca- 
nadians found themselves. 

The other was our military 
leaders’ sense of responsibility to 
the people of Canada, 

At the outbreak of war, for in- 
stance, everyone, including the 
enemy, instantly recalled the for- 
midable shock-troop reputation 
of the Canadian Corps. It was 
certainly prominent in al] Cana- 
dian minds the moment mobiliza- 
tion was ordered. 

The great sweep of the world 
conflict, and the intensified fury 
of individual campaigns, were not 
visualized, No Canadian foresaw 
the Corps being inactive for such 
a protracted period, None thought 
they would be holding a defen- 
sive position in the British Isles 
in the spring of '42, 


CANADIANS AS 
SHOCK TROOPS 


But all Canadians did picture 
the same definite part for their 
fighting men. They would be 
shock-troops. That, above all, 
Canada was sure that the new 
Canadian Corps, fighting as an 
entity, would play a dominant 
role in great British offensives. 
Canada expected them to fight 
back to their historic offensive 
work of the summer and autumn 
of 1918, when the old Canadian 
Corps was perhaps the most com- 
pact and heavily fire-powered 
Striking weapon on any front 

Sense of responsibility is 


Brigade, . 
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stronger in the good military 
leader than in any other man, and 
Canada’s have never lost sight of 
those Canadian convictions and 
expectations regarding the em- 
ployment of the Canadian Corps. 
Not only is the Corps based on 
hitting power, on tremendous ar- 
tillery and tank strength, but 
nothing now evident has been left 
undone in any feature of the 
Corps’ creation, expansion and 
training that would prevent Can- 
ada’s land-arm from carrying the 
fight to the enemy in smashing 
lunges and irresistible hammer- 
blows. 

Not only has the realization 
been kept foremost that failure to 
take advantage of the natural 
offensive propensities of Cana- 
dian troops would be stupid, but 
the Corps’ planners and com- 
manders also felt that a mighty 
offensive weapon was due to Can- 
ada, whose expectations practic- 
ally ordained it. 

There can be no doubt that this 
responsibility has been a great 
influence and spur. If they had 
not built suchea type of fighting 
machine they would have felt that 
they had broken faith, 


OPPORTUNITY WILL COME 


Nor is there any doubt that 
failure to aim at a full offensive 
share in the battles of decision 
would have brought a storm of 
Protest from Canada; and if by 
some strange quirk in war's luck 
the chance does not come, every 
Canadian shock-trooper will know 
a soldier's heart-break. 

But if anything is sure in this 
war, their opportunity will come. 

The mistakes and triumphs of 
the past are aften the best guides 
available whereby.a strategist can 
plan an army or a campaign, 
Canada’s army planners were 
tank-minded years before the les- 
sons of this war, and they success- 
fully resisted old-style customs 
and obsolete doctrines when war 
struck. But in planning the pre- 
sent Canadian Corps, Defence 
Minister Col. J. L. Ralston, and 
Generals McNaughton and Crerar, 
certainly remembered events of 
the black spring of 1918. They 
adopted the same power-building 
policy. 

STRIKING PARALLELS EXIST 

There are striking parallels con- 
cerning the Canadian Corps and 
the grave situation in the grim 
spring of 1918, which preceded 
victory, In March, when the Brit- 
ish Fifth Army was bent, and al- 
most broken, three of the four 


Canadian Divisions were held in 
reserve, They were held out of 
the line and out of the attritidn, 
They were rested, freshened, re- 
fitted, and made ready for Aug- 
ust 8th when the last war's tide 
came to that inevitable turn, 

The story of how the Canadians 
were then prepared for distant

hope of final triumph, in ‘the 
midst and face of successive re- 
verses and near-disasters, reveal- 
ed the sure confidence of the 
British High Command that the 
trend of war's fortunes actually 
would turn, It also revealed the 
Canadian  foresightedness, the 
careful planning and intensive 
training that readied the Cana- 
dian Corps as an offensive forma- 
tion for the opportunity. 

When it finally came, the Corps 
spearheaded the assault and 
penetrated 12 miles between the 
jump-off at dawn ‘and noon, 
From then to the end they as- 
saulted and assaulted, with brief 
spells between to charge fronts, 
to bring up the guns, and to take 
in the steady stream of reinforce- 
ments such fighting inevitably 
demands. 

ONLY TIME FACTOR MISSING 

At the present time only one 
factor is missing to make the 
spring of 1942 almost identical 
with the spring of 1918. The 
news is again black enough, God 
knows. The Canadians’ 
rades-in-arms are carrying the 
fight and its penalties. Once 
again, through no fault of its own, 
its leadership, or its government, 
the Canadian Corps is on the side- 
lines while the setbacks and de- 
feats are suffered by other troops. 
Again, the Canadian Corps is ex- 
pecting attack, and standing ready 
to be thrown into a desperate de- 
fensive fight, as they were 24 
years ago. Uniquely similar, too, 
is the inspiring story of how the 


Canadian Corps has been trained, 
fitted, equipped, and directly 


com- 


pointed to fight as a major hitting 
weapon while standing on guard. 
They are once again shock-troops 
waiting battle. 

The only feature absent is the 
hour. And whether they must 
first fight for England’s life on 
her vulnerable coasts, or whether 
they are given their long-dreamed 
hope and are first used as a vital 
formation in the mounting of a 
great British assault, the order to 
“Stand tol” .or “Attack!” will find 
them ready. 

UNPREDICTABLE AND 
RESOURCEFUL 

If their maiden fight is a defen- 
sive battle, the Nazis will find 
them dismayingly unpredictable 
and resourceful. Their principal 
idea of defence is to attack, They 
will not dig in and stay dug in 
any longer than necessary to get 
set to move and take the initia- 
tive. They are adept in tank tac- 
tics, going either way. They are 
enthusiasts in close-combat, street 
fighting, stealth patrols, and the 
lone-hawk arts of the guerrilla 
and Commando. Individually, 
they are as dangerous to tackle, 
even unarmed, as a wild cat. 
Para-troopers will dread them. I 
would rather have them on my 
side than any soldiery I have ever 
seen, or read, or heard about in 
past ages. 

If it is an offensive operation, 
the grim stalwarts who made the 
old Canadian Corps great, will 
know from the jump-off that their 
honor and their splendor are in 
the care of fighting men as cap- 
able of shock-troop greatness as 
they were,
